In March, Stanstead College changed food 
providers - and with it the end of student “servers”! 

The school is now using Dana Hospitality, which 
promotes fresh, local produce as well as all meals 
and food made from scratch. Students have 
enjoyed many new flavours and options. 

The big change, though, is how the meals are 
served. Rather than student servers being assigned 
to go to the kitchen to pick up trays, with service 
at the tables, students individually retrieve pre¬ 
pared plates, soup or other “grab-and-go” options 
such as sandwiches or salads. 

However, this does not mean the end of family- 
style meals. Students are still assigned to tables, 
which get their food together, and all other 
traditional rules apply.

Alumni, parents, students and 
donors gathered on September 28 
to mark the official opening of 
Cowen House, the new Grade 12 
co-ed residence at Stanstead College. 

Constructed at a cost of $5.8 million, Cowen House 
welcomed its first students this fall, with boys living in 
one wing, girls in another and a common central area 
for all. It is the first new residence at Stanstead College 
since the opening of Webster House in 1991. Cowen 
House is the only co-ed Grade 12 residence in Quebec, 
if not Canada.

Construction of Cowen House began in September 
2018 and was ready for opening day of the school 
year. Out of a total student population of 246 students, 
there are 57 Grade 12s, both boarding and day stu¬ 
dents. 


The house is named 
in honour of the 
Cowen family of 
Knowlton, Que., 
longtime benefac¬ 
tors and supporters 
of the school, who 
contributed signifi¬ 
cantly towards this 
project. Jonathan 
Cowen, Stanstead

lege trustee, were on hand for the event along with sons 
Jeffrey (2009) and Jason (2012) and other members of 
the Cowen family. 


The Cowens have been generous supporters of the 
school and its initiatives over the years, contributing 
to large projects, such as the Pat Burns Arena, and 
smaller but necessary ones, such as refurbished wash¬ 
rooms, always doing so humbly and without fanfare. 


Mr. Cowen’s father, Stewart, was a longtime trustee of 
the school, and brother Jamie is also an alumnus (1969). 
Mr. Cowen has been a trustee since 2004 and chair 
since 2012. Mrs. Cowen became a trustee in 2015. Mr.

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you were asked whether you would like to spend the 
day listening to high school students give speeches, maybe 
with a couple of teachers thrown in, you would be forgiven 
for wanting to take a pass. 

Yet the first-ever TEDx Youth event at Stanstead College 
last May was anything but dull. Built around the theme 
“World Under Construction,” the day-long series of presen¬ 
tations featured engaging topics superbly presented and 
meeting the high standards of the TEDx brand. 

There were 13 presentations in all over the course of the day, 
as Pierce Hall was transformed into a TED space, complete 
with dramatic lighting, screen and custom-made “TEDx 
Youth @ Stanstead College” sign. 

“I can’t remember the day of. 

I remember it starting, I remember 
it ending, but I don’t remember 
everything in between.” 

Mathieu Duval-Soto, Grade 12, opened the conference with 
a discussion on the need for global animal care; Patrick 
Young, also Grade 12, followed with a lesson on how to solve 
world conflicts like a kindergartener - through listening, em¬ 
pathy and de-escalation. Social activists Keisha and Teagan 
Simpson from Bishop’s University and the campaign “Live 
Life Unfiltered” spoke on how Instagram influences girls’ 
body image. 

Following a break, Stanstead teacher Jeff Standage dem¬ 
onstrated the “stuff” of the universe. Student Philippe Martel 
then created a song on the spot. Teacher Erik Van Dyke 
concluded the morning by demonstrating that winning itself 
was over-valued but the desire to win drives potential. 

The TEDx conference was timed to coincide with 
Homecoming events at Stanstead College. Consequently, 
sessions continued in the late afternoon and early eve¬ 
ning, starting with two of the youngest speakers of the 
day. Rosemary Lefebvre, Grade 9, spoke on the possibili¬ 
ties and perils of living to 100. Conner Ehmann, Grade 
11, discussed the need for kindness in our lives. Cynthia 
Zhang, also Grade 9, encouraged society to recognize the 
role of introverts. 

“The world values volume, but volume does not equal 
value,” she said, quietly. 


The final sessions of the evening were by Marianne Picard, 
Grade 10, who questioned the wisdom of travelling to Mars 
when our own world needs saving. This was followed by a 
moving and personal presentation on eating disorders by 
student Jasmine Richter, Grade 11, and teacher Laura Kirby. 

Following a musical interlude by Grade 12 duo Van Pham 
and Lucas Etienne, classmate Nicolas Del Rio wrapped up 
with a witty and informative presentation on the need to 
stay uncomfortable. 

The event was the brainchild of Grade 12 student Audrey 
Choi, who was getting bio help from her teacher Rebec¬ 
ca Benizri one evening when she said, “Miss, I want to do 
a TED Talks.” Ms. Benizri said, “You know what, Audrey? 
Let’s do it.” 

Meeting an hour a week as a Thursday club over the next 
months, a team came together that included teachers 
Andrew Blair, Brendan Varro, Bernie Pimm along students, 
all of whom managed sponsorship, logistics, promotion 
and social media according to the exacting standards and 
guidelines of the TED organization. 

For example, Cynthia Zhang stunned and mesmerized the 
crowd with her quiet force. Audrey Choi explained later that 
this presentation nearly didn’t make the cut, but Cynthia 
worked on it and worked on it until it was right. 

It certainly paid off. 

“There was an energy in the room,” said Audrey. “There were 
a lot of emotional talks but also people who just felt strongly 
about what they were saying and weren’t apologetic about 
what they wanted to say.” 

Ms. Benizri said the day itself felt somewhat surreal. 

“I can’t remember the day of,” she said. “I remember it 
starting, I remember it ending, but I don’t remember 
everything in between. And then it was, ‘How did we do 
this? We did this amazing event, we pulled this off.’ 

I didn’t think it would go as well as it did.” 

Filling Pierce Hall with students and teachers wanting to 
hear their peers talk, Ms. Benizri said the event was satisfy¬ 
ing in a school that celebrates athletics. “Academics got 
their day,” she said.

Building Brains and Relationships 


Behind every good student project is a 
teacher making sure nothing explodes. 

In the case of Stanstead’s TEDx event, the teacher para¬ 
doxically both lighting the spark and putting out the fires 
was Rebecca Benizri in the Math/Science Department. 
The event fit well with two aspects of her personality: 
a) she likes organizing things; and b) she loves spread¬ 
ing knowledge. 

“I like seeing people learn and understand new things,” 
she said. “There is a lot of pseudo-science in the world that 
people believe with no evidence to back it up. Because 
they don’t have a sufficient knowledge of science they 
think it’s true - anti-vax, global warming deniers. I like to 
be able to share and teach science so that young people 
have better opinions.” 

Raised on Montreal’s West Island, Ms. Benizri is in her third 
year at Stanstead College, her first teaching position after 
earning her undergrad and master’s degree from McGill 
University. Originally, she was planning on studying medi¬ 
cine. “But then I realized my brain can’t hold that much 
information, so that was over.” 

“I love that we have small classes here, 
because that means I get way more one-on- 
one teaching time with the kids and get to 
have conversations that I wouldn’t be able 
to have if I was managing a class of 30.” 

Having spent her elementary and secondary school at 
Beth Rivkah Academy in Cote-des-Neiges, Ms. Benizri is 
no stranger to private schools. Nonetheless, coming to 
Stanstead was a bit of a culture shock, with limited shop¬ 
ping and no Starbucks and life on the small island of the 
Stanstead College campus. Having other young teachers on 
campus certainly helped with the transition. 

“You have the same level of experience, the same ideas 
about technologies that older teachers wouldn’t have. You 
bond over those things,” she said. 

In addition to teaching and supervising Science Fair (“They 
unironically gave me Science Fair as my sport...”), Ms. Benizri 



is also assistant house director in Webster House, having 
spent last year in the same position in Colby. As an extro¬ 
vert, she loves being around people, which certainly helps in 
a busy residence. She also says she likes the private school 
environment because she gets to follow students through 
their high school years and grow close to them. 

“I love that we have small classes here, because that means 
I get way more one-on-one teaching time with the kids 
and get to have conversations that I wouldn’t be able to 
have if I was managing a class of 30,” she says. “A lot of 
the students here really want to learn and are receptive to 
criticism or advice on how to become better learners. 

To me that’s everything.” 

Ms. Benizri still has strong ties to Montreal and has 
attempted to explain Stanstead College to her city peers. 

“It’s not like any other school you’re going to teach at, 
because only half your time is teaching. The other half is 
sports, student life, hanging out with kids or eating with 
your colleagues and doing things you would never get the 
chance to do at a regular public school in Montreal,” she 
said. “There are so many more opportunities to build so 
many more relationships and so many more experiences. 
Are we working double the hours in the day? Sure. But 
we’re getting double out of it. For me it’s worth it. They 
think I’m crazy. But you have to experience it, and then you 
understand.”

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champions a tinkerer s legacy 


Virtually all descendants of George Foote Foss have done school projects on the 
Sherbrooke, Que. native’s famous invention - the Fossmobile, the first gasoline- 
powered vehicle in Canada. But now, his grandson, Ron Foss (1973) has taken on 
the biggest project of all: rebuild the Fossmobile using authentic period materials

“I’ve got all the fundamental parts to work with,” says 
Ron, who lives in Burlington, Ont. and is retired from a 
career with Royal Trust and later RBC. “You could fab¬ 
ricate it from new parts to make it look old, that’s one 


way, but finding old material, that’s a more authentic 
way to go. It makes it more interesting.” 

In addition to building the vehicle, Ron also wants to 
cement his grandfather’s legacy, and to that end is 
working to spread his story. Both these tasks are under 
the umbrella of Fossmobile Enterprises. 

“The story is fairly known in the Townships,” he says. “ 

The Sherbrooke Record has run stories about him numer¬ 
ous times, but outside Sherbrooke, he’s not known at all. 

I think we’re doing a pretty good job at getting the story 
out there.” 

Ron Foss grew up in Fort Chambly, Que. hearing stories 
from his father and his grandfather himself about the 
Fossmobile. A mechanic, blacksmith and bicycle repair¬ 
man, George Foss traveled to Boston in 1896 where he 
saw his first automobiles - electrically driven broughams 
with only enough power for half an hour. 

Returning to Sherbrooke, Foss developed a four-horse¬ 
power, single-cylinder, gasoline-powered automobile 
in his bicycle shop. Indeed, the mechanics of that 
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George Foss receiving his honorary membership to 
the Antique Automobile Club of America. 


buggy had more in common with a bicycle than a 
modern-day automobile. 

George Foss drove his car around Sherbrooke for about 
four years before moving to Montreal, where he sold it for 
$75 in 1902. Its whereabouts after that are a mystery. 

In the interim, Foss turned down a partnership from 


Henry Ford as well as the financial backing to mass- 
produce the Fossmobile himself. 

“My grandfather was a tinkerer and inventor but he lacked 
business sense,” says Ron. “He was a very happy indi¬ 
vidual doing very little, and he lacked the drive to push 
further along those lines. Any business he did was simply 
a means to feed and live. Also, he was only 20 years old 
when he built this thing. I remember my grandfather 
saying people thought he was crazy. He didn’t have the 
foresight to see the potential.” 

Later in life, George Foss didn’t have a high opinion 
of cars. “In the fifties, he thought these things were a 
menace,” says his grandson. “I never knew him to drive 
a vehicle himself.” 

In the early sixties, however, there was renewed interest 
in the Fossmobile, and George Foss was presented with 
honorary memberships to the Vintage Automobile Club 
of Montreal and the Antique Automobile Club of America. 
His grandfather eventually came around to the idea that 
his invention was kind of a big deal, Ron says.

These stories lingered in Ron’s mind over the years, 
and he grew up as a car enthusiast, a bit of a tinkerer him¬ 
self. (After retiring, he restored a 1972 BMW). Three years 
ago he was scanning the internet looking for mentions of 
his grandfather when he came across a group interested 
in building a Fossmobile replica. Ron worked with them 
for some time before a difference in approach led him to 
go it alone. 

Rather than call it a replica, Ron refers to his project as 
a “tribute.” The parts aren’t likely to be completely ac¬ 
curate, but they are from the era and similar to what his 
grandfather might have used, including a no-name motor 
Ron discovered in Maine. He’s found other parts through 
various groups and clubs, or they have found him. 

Ron’s ultimate goal is to get the tribute Fossmobile 
in a museum. 

All of this is a one-man enterprise, including fundraising, 
talking to museums, doing media and seeking sponsors. 


In June, Ron was in Sherbrooke 
to talk to city hall about their 
plans to move a monument 
to his grandfather in order to 
make way for a bridge. Ron 
wanted to make sure that 
monument gets appropri¬ 
ately placed and not just 
put in storage. 

While George Foote 
Foss may have dismissed his 
invention during his lifetime, 
his grandson feels that he 
would be proud of efforts 
to honour his legacy.

“I think if he had lived to this point, he would have had 
a broader appreciation for how far the car has come 
along, and I think his appreciation of his invention would 
have gained in value as well,” says Ron Foss. “Then 
again, he probably would have taken the same perspec¬ 
tive: what’s all the fuss about?”

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For the past five year, Jose Luis Navarro 
(Class of 1978) has been working diligently 
to reclaim and protect a piece of Mexico’s 
heritage and his family’s past. 

In 2010, Jose Luis had to travel for business to the town of 
Aculco, about 110 km north of Mexico City. His time there 
coincided with a declaration by UNESCO to recognize as 
a World Heritage site the Camino Real de Tierra Adentro, 
known in English as the Royal Inland Road or “the Silver 
Route.” This 2600 km route runs from Mexico City to Santa 
Fe, New Mexico. Originally created in the 16th century as a 
trade route for silver and other goods, the route was also 
an important social, cultural and religious link. 

Among the recognized sites along the routes is Aculco. 
“The town includes two haciendas that housed travel¬ 
lers along the Camino,” the UNESCO citation reads. “In 
the 18th century the mainstay of the population was 
muleteering, as the town had an abundance of grass 
and water for the mules.” The town contains the ruins of 
these two haciendas, one of which, Hacienda de Nado, 
was once connected to Jose Luis’s family. 


In addition to his business work, Jose 
Luis has been a freelance photogra¬ 
pher since 1979, including gigs shoot¬ 
ing three World Cups in Mexico, USA 
and France. He also photographs 
Formula 1 and Indy car racing. 

As for the Foro Cultural, the biggest challenge is to safe¬ 
guard the heritage while still being able to provide people 
with information, dining and even accommodations. 
Fortunately, the Hacienda is located very close to the main 
artery between the major cities of Toluca and Queretaro. 

While there is much work to be done, the Foro Cultural 
Aculco already welcomes tourists and visitors, has had 
plumbing and electricity restored and has been fenced to 
protect the site. Jose Luis is particularly hopeful that young 
people will visit. 


“From that moment, I knew that I had to promote and 
protect the Hacienda, and I began to work to restore it,” 
says Jose Luis. 

Business affairs, however, prevented him from digging 
into the practical work until 2016, but in the mean¬ 
time he did considerable research and began compiling 
data with the help of architectural scholars. The resulting 
concept was to turn the Hacienda’s former barn into an 
interpretation centre about Aculco and the Real Camino 
in general. Originally used to store coal, the barn was likely 
built between 1895 and 1915. 

Jose Luis now works full-time as an administrator of the 
Foro Cultural Aculco, having earned his degree in Business 
from Universidad Iberoamericana in 1982 and then working 
for 30 years in the family wine and liquor distribution busi¬ 
ness. He and his late partner have one daughter, Estefani, 
who attended the Stanstead Language Adventure in 2007 
and is now a doctor.

“For me it is very important that young people are 
aware of our history,” he says. “I would like to welcome 
young people, talk about the richness of the Camino 
Real de Tierra Adentro and reason it has received world 
heritage status.”
